Whereas, The Eighty-Second Legidature adjourned on May 20, 2002, and a range of events, including natural
disasters, since adjournment have impacted the health, safety and well-being of the citizens of Minnesota; and

Whereas, An extraordinary occasion as envisioned by Article 1V, Section 12 of the Minnesota Constitution is
thereby created; and

Whereas, The people of Minnesota are best served by legidative action, with a limited agenda and all possible
prior agreement, to address the concerns created by the natural disasters and other events,

Now Therefore, |, Jesse Ventura, Governor of Minnesota, do hereby summon you, members of the Legidature,
to convene in Special Session on Thursday, September 19, 2002, at noon at the State Capitol in Saint Paul,
Minnesota.
